Hopes To Reach New 
York Tonight

ANCHORAGE, AlAsk a. April 15 — 
Chicago M anufacturer Milton Rey ­ 
nolds hurtled through the sk ies to­ 
ward Edmonton, Alberta, and 
the 
American m ainland today on the 
nex t-to-lcst leg of his record- seek ­ 
ing round-the-w orld flight. 
The "Bombshell” plane took off 
from Adak in the outer Aleutians 
at 4:24 a. m. PST (7 :24 a. m. EST) 
this morning after an unscheduled 
stop. 
Rey nolds said the plane turned 
back after passing over Adak be­ 
cause of heavy headwinds and be­ 
cause the plane’s fuel supply was 
running low. 
Previous reports tha t he had been 
forced to turn back by “mechanical 
difficulties” were unfounded, Rey 
nolds Informed Frank Lainb, direc­ 
tor of the flight, in New York by 
telephone. 
Edmonton ls a little more than 
halfway along the 5.000 mile route 
from Adak to New York . Rey nolds 
said he ex pected to mak e the trip 
in approx im ately eight hours. 
The m anufacturer told Lamb he 
planned to be in New York ‘ about 
8 tonight." 
The tak eoff time gave the Bomb­ 
shell an elapsed time of 62 hours, 
13 m inutes from its tak eoff a t New 
York a t 5:11 p. m. EST Saturday .

common cause in infants and chii- 
I dren is the presence of w hat is 
j known as a polyp. A polyp is a tu- 
; m or growth coming from the lining 
! mem brane of the bowel. 
T reatm ent Not Difficult 
If only one polyp is present, the 
treatm ent is usually not difficult. 
It also is rather easy to make a 
diagnosis of this condition because 
it produces only smail am ounts of 
blood which is bright red in color 
and there is no pain 
when 
the 
bleeding occurs. If the 
polyp 
Is 
close to the rectal opening it mav 
protrude. 
The polyp is removed surgically. 
A fter its removal the child Ls a l­ 
lowed to be up and about after 24 
hours. It may be necessary' to use 
enem as or injections of baking soda 
solution into the lower bowel for 
the first two or three days to keep 
the stool soft. 
Is Not Serious 
While a single polyp is not a 
serious condition, if many of these 
growths are present treatm ent Ls 
more difficult. There is more bleed­ 
ing and anem ia or lessening of the 


i am ount of coloring in the blood 
occurs. 
There is also loss of weight. An 
operation with removal of a seg­ 
m ent of the bowel is usually re_ 
quired to overcome the difficulty. 
Another rectal condition which 
occurs in children is known as pro- 
laose of the rectum In this con­ 
dition there Ls protruding cf the 
lower part of the bowel particularly 
during a bowel movement. 
According to Dr. Hir.ichman, this 
; condition can often be corrected 
in infants by having the child move 
his bowels in a reclining position 
instead of on an 
infant’s 
toilet 
seat. 
S om etim es the toilet seat Is made 
with an oval opening which gives 
more support to the buttocks 9 ur- 
' gieal operation for this condition 
is rarely necessary. In more severe 
cares, however, a procedure known 
as cauterization has been 
found 
quite helpful. 
While as a rule these bowel con­ 
ditions are not serious they require 
the immediate attention of a phy­ 
sician.
